all day, so I procesded to build
fires, cut wood, ete. I put my leg
in eplints. [ thought by this time
the bone was broken. and made a
a eling out of my pack straps and
hitchad myself round in a sitting
position holding my iojured leg up
with one hand and moving with
my other and other foot. I puta
letter in the dog’s collar and ftried
to send him home, but he just laid
down under a tree out of my
reach and refused to budge.

This went on for five davs. T
had quit trying to drive the dog
away, and was going to kill him
for food; but with my many duties
I wasalways so full of business
that I couldn’t get around to it
On the tifth day, I thoroughly
made up my mind to Xill him -
mind vou, [ waseating uonder a
pound of food per day, rice aad
hard teck. I was so busy cutting
wood aud huilding fires, and do-
ing evervthing from a silting po-
sition, that [ ~ven left off dressing
my wound oun the fourth day.
Cold wrather was coming on, toa,
and I had to keep up a fire duriog
the night.

On the fifth cay in the afternoon;

my leg began to gst worse. 1
rwashed out the wound, and the ap-
pearance and smell of it was_ hor.
rible. The flesh had started to
fall away from the stitches at' the
bottom of the cut, aud God knows,
T felt blue. I hadu’'cso far, given
up hope at all, but the looks of
that wound, makes me shuodder as
I write this. For the time beiog
I put 2ll thought of killing the
dog cut of my head.

HEeARrD A SHOT.

Now c)mes the marvelous part
of my story. I had a fire under a
gpruce tree by my side. The fire

.caught in cones, dead leaves, mass
“and other rubbish, and ranup the
tree and caught the branches. A
huge column of fire and smoke
rose high above. It so happened
that Jim Wood, one of the two
prospectors still left in the country
was on a little knoll on the stream
eight miles below, when this. col-
umn of smoke attracted his. atten-
tion. He had been out hynting, |
and afterkilling two 'moosé, was|
about to!start down stream  to, his |
cabin sevén  miles below! He'
thotight the smoke had-been: made
by old Mike, the other prospector.
and as there was a letter for Mike
at Wood's cabin, he started for the
smoke, expecting to find Mike.
It got dark, and he was just ‘mak-
ing up his mind to camp. for the
night. Thinking he was close to
Mike's cabin, he fired a ghot to at-
tract the latter’s attention* I heard
it, and yon may be sure I was ' not
long in answering it. He came up
and' was mever more surprised’
than when he struck me.

We sat up all night and " taliced."
as he wanted to make an . early
start next morning over to | Rogue
river after Mike, eight or ten miles
from my camp. He was gone two
days on that trip, aad = fiiled to
find Mike. . I never in my life suf-
- fered as I did those two days and
two nights. By the sixth day my
Jeg had swelled so around the knee
above the bandages that I thought
. it would burat. It had turned in
color to a dark purple, Jim had
vrovided plenty of wood before
starting, and all I had‘to do was
to lie there, rakiog wood inte the
fire with a long pole. The pain in
my leg was terrible. I could feel
the fire on the wound through the
bandages, just asif it were grilling.
I thought my leg was mortifying,
and believed my time had come,
But for the awful pain, I should
not have cared so much, I spilled
a pot of water, and so help me, I
mould oot erawl the neeessary tea
feat to reach it. Duaring the daya
bull moose appsared acro:s the
cieek about 75 yards from where I
lay. Do you suppose I could =it
tip and shoot him? I tried it, 'but’
it was impossible. I finally rolled
on to my sido, and ‘shot him from
where I lay. As he fell, be grosa-
ed ap awful groan, just as 1 had
been doing before he came up.

At last, it seemed ages, Jim got
back, bringing provisions. Then
he went down to the cabin of Mike
and brought up a stove, teat and
more bedding. That night the
swelling in my leg staited down,

aod I slept for the first time in

sixty hours, 1 felt better.

Leaviog me thus comfortably
fixed, Jim le(t the next day for his
cabio toattend to matters there.
Fiading ‘that the bears had eaten
two of the moosa he had killed, he
cached another one, and came back
to ms, By this time the swellirg
had gone down in my leg, but the
wound was horrible to look at.
The sides all fell away {rom the
stitches at the lower end, and left
standing like bars over a hole,
I took them out, and the wound
healed op very nicely. But by
this time [ knew what the matter
was—I could feel the pieces of
bone moving amopg the muscles
of my leg. I did not fe2] sufficient
ly expert in surgery togoafter them
though.

October -4th, Mike McMurray
dropped in upon vs. He couldn't
reag a note Jim had left at his cab-
in, and had gone over to Lansing
to get it read, bat finding no one
there was on hie way back home
when he saw our smoke. Ha and
Jim built a raft, and we went down
the river on it to Jim’s cabin, 15
miles below. Soon after this, I got
worse agaio. My leg gathered,
and for two nights before it broke,
I was nutty. It broke, and thean
gathered again, and still the bones
wouldn’t cover. Frank had come
by this time, and the river was freez-
ing up. Frank wentover to Lan-
sing in the hope of geiling Indians
to aid as, but thers was none there.
Msantime we were running short of
dog food, and Jim and Frank went
dowa the river to hunt, leaving me
alone, Mike having left us before.
Frank camse back 1n six days to
ses how I was. One piece of bone
had just come out through a hole
in the lower end of the wound, and
I was feeling pretty lucky. He
went back again, expecting -that I
wounld be well soon; but again my
leg turced to and swelled again in
a totally different place on opeside,
three and a halfinches from the cuat.
Jim came up to take me dowa, but
I conldn’t go, and in fiye days more
Fraink eame. By this time, there
were more bones coming out every
day or so. Six cime out of the old
place, and three worked out through
the fleshy part of the calf,

It was now two moaths and elev-
en days since I had been hurt, or
Nov. 25th. On that day Jim snd
Franz went over the hills to Lan-
sing. Two days later the weather
was down to fifty or sixty. below
zoro. This time I was alone three
weeks, with my leg in about the
same condition, the leg swelling up
and then breaking out. Only one
more piece of bone came out during
the time. Finally Jim and Frank
came back, and then we decided to
try to get down gtream so I could
see'a doctor. _-We .started Christ-
mas day. There wa3 three fest of
snow some of the way. The boys
had to make a trail ahead for the
tobogghn on. which I was dragged,
and make a {rip and a half besides,
We were “sixteen ‘days going the
ninety miles down Canyon River,
to : the Juoction- of- the . south
and vorth forks ef Caayon River.
We had 350 pounde of dried meat
to etart with. Fraok sbhot all our
dogs but four, because of lack of
food. When we got to the Btewart,
I made the boys lvave me' in & cab-
in, where there was _a good ,wood-
pile. Wae got to this cabin January
9th, and I was alone there for: sey-
enteen days while Frank anod Jim
went dowa-to Duncan creek. . For
the firet four or tive days my .Jeg

.improved slowly apd I.thought for

.a-while [ was going to be able to

I had & miserable time here, most
of the tiine being without any food
except rolled oats of which T grew
very tired. I hate the very name of roll-
ed oats. My nerves got the best ‘of me
towards the last of this lonely stay,
which made things worse. Finally, how-
ever, after what seemed an eternicy to me
Frank came back. The coldest weather
of the winter came with him, 65 degrees
below and a wind. After a day's rest, we
started again on our journey, and after
much difficulty reached Dumncan Creek
landing, 12 miles below Frazier Falls.
The storekeeper there fitted me out with
a dog team and brought me down to
Dawson in a journey of just a week, Ev-
eryone, in fact, I have meton my wretch-
ed journey has been most kind. I got
to Dawson night before last, which was
the 7th day of February,

CHUKED EACH OF HIS MANY
WIVES TO DEATH AND NOW
| ADMITS IT.

With h's Kcee in her Back and
Fiogers on her Throat the
Fiend Pulled Wife's Head
Back and Gazed Into

Died.

Hamilton, O, Feb. 26.—Albart
Kuoagp, the modern Bluebeard, who
confeseed last night that he killed
one of his four wives, made a sec-
ond ;confession this morning, in
which he fold of five murders, three
in Cincionati, one at Indienapolis
and ove at Hamilton. In Cinein-
nati he killed Emma Lippleman in
a Jumber yard, Mary Eckert 'in a
‘houee on Walnut: street, and his
second wife, Jennie O’Connor, un-
der the Liberty-street bridge, and
threw the body in tbe canal. In
Hamilton he killed Hanna God-
dard, bis third wife. In Indianap-
olis he killed Ida Gibbard. “All
were strangled, lust underlying
his motives.

Emma Lippleman was only a
child. Kpapp assaulted her and
strangled her when she msade an
outery. Mary Eckert was also ae-
gsaulted, and then strangled with
a towel. The snle reason' given by
Knappfor killing Jennie Connor
wae that he was angry. ' He eannot
tell the manner of Ida Gebbard's
murder.

In a signed and sworn statement.
Kupapp says: “locanpes tell what
made: me- kill! these people. 1
couldn’t help.ity Some: kind of a
desire to kill took hold: of me, and
I could pot resist the temptation to
kill. I am sorry for my crimes,
but have no hope that they will be
easy with me.” After his confes-
gion a formal charge of first degree
murder was filed. Knapp is afraid
of being lynched.

Hamilton, 0., Feb. 27.—Alfred
Kunapp has paid no attention to the
repeated orders of his attorneys and
of his sister not to talk about his
crimes, In- anticipation of bis
probable trial at Cincincati, Koapp
was interviewed today regarding
the cases there, and especially a-
bout the strangling of Mary KEek-
hart. When asked why he killed
her, he coolly replied:

“I was afraid she would tell some-
thing she knew.”
